hns stood, the gathering place of both 
old rind young.

'Icular, who has known Wallaceburg 
for many years is the Rev. W. H. 
Stinglcy of Washington. Mr. Stinglcy 
was reared in that community.' It 
was the church his father and mother 
attended. Thirty three years ago, Mr.

a first-class lesson in how to feed 
dairy cows for three cents a meal. 


With dairy products at extremely 


low prices, and Northern farmers un- 
able to meet competition from the 
South where fee'dstuffs and housing 
fire cheaper, Mr. Slaybaugh related 
to The Star today his own experience 
in making cheap milk even cheaper. 


He planted four acres of "roasting 


ears," 'find netted ?75 on sales to local 
groceries. He has left 'in the field a 
great quantity of inferior ear-corn, and 
all the stalks. This will

about four tons of roughage, to be 
ground up at a local mill as corn- 
titalk bran. Labor charges on the pre- 
paration of this amount to one day's 
labor cutting the stalks, one day for 
hauling them in, and 15 cents a hun- 
dredweight for grinding at the mill.

here last year, and he expects to take' 
this out in cottonseed meal, giving 
him a balanced ration for his cows. 


Thit ratio will run one pint (one 


pound) of cotton seed meal, and five 
pounds of cornstalk bran, per cow per 
meal. His cotton seed meal will cost 
two cents per pound, and his' corn- 
stalk bran about one cent, giving a 
total cost of three cents per cow per 
meal.

The purchased item in the foregoing 


ration is kept to a minimum, Mr. 
Blaybaugh says, by the fact that one 
pint of cottonseed meal is all a cow 
can digest of this particular food at 
one time, and there is no need of 
feeding more. Five-sixths of the meal 
is derived from his home-grown corn- 
stalk bran, which is merely a by-pro- 
duct of his "roasting-ear" patch.

New Policy in Ef- 


fect Here

ing cargo on state highways are now 
subject to the prevailing railroad tar- 
iffs, has been received here by String- 
er & Webb, truck freight line opera- 
tors between Texarkana and Prescott, 
with headquarters in Hope. 


The general order issued by the Ar- 


kansas 
Railroad 
Commission 
this 


spring, prescribing freight rates for 
motor freight vehicle carriers in Ark- 
ansas, is as follows: 


It appearing, that there is no unl- 


formitry in the amount charged for 
the transportation of freight and prop- 
erty by motor vehicle carriers in Ar- 
kansas; that some motor vehicle car- 
riers charge railroad rates, others 
make variqus charges; that in some 
cases rival motor vehicle lines resort 
to rate cutting which demoralizes the 
motor vehicle transportation. 


It further appearing, that the motor 


vehicle traffic has reached a stage 
where the rates and charges for the 
transportation of freight and property 
should be stabilized arid unified. Tnc_ 
motor vehicle operator should receive" 
a reasonable, return for his service in ' 
order that he may maintain and give 
to the public efficient service. To this 
end the Commission,is of the opinion 
that all motor vehicle carriers in Ark- 
ansas should charge the rates shown 
in Appendix A, subject to the West- 
ern Classification. 


If any motor freight Vehicle carrier 


finds it cannot operate at a reason- 
able profit on the rates shown in Ap- 
pendix A', it may make application to 
the Commission, when hearing will be 
.had and consideration be given such 
facts as may be presented.

The government had to do this, for although we 
countenance monopolies in public utilities and others who 
frjive made heavy investments in the public's interest, the 
Cotton traders have no equity in the farm lands of the United 
States, and when the laws of trade create a monopoly and 
Deliver it into their hands it is time for the government to 


take it over in the name of the actual producers. 


This has already taken place. The federal government 


ia now preparing to establish district offices throughout 
the cotton-growing states and will market its purchases 
Jhrou'gh a single government company which will have the 
same position on the cotton market as the largest private com- 
pany in the world.

That js the sum and substance of the government's cotton 


to date. No special subsidy has been attempted, and 


it is presumed that the debenture proposal to aid American 
cotton exports will probably wait on the outcome of the stab- 
ilizatipn program. In so fundamental a program it will be 
top soon to expect definite results inside of two or three 
years, Cotton, along with other commodities, both agricul- 
tural and industrial, is moving into an extremely doubtful 
fall season. There will have to be another autumn, and per- 
haps a third, before we can obtain an estimate on the effects 
of the stabilization program.

The Cost of Sickness 


I 


T IS ft matter of common knowledge that it coats more to 
be sick now than it did in former days. The price of medi- 


cal care has gone up, decidedly; and many people, no doubt, 
blamj th,e medical profession for it and conclude that most 
doctors are out to get rich. 


Pl% 'Ernest E. Irons, dean of Rush Medical College of 


Chicago", discussed this question before the recent meeting of 
the American Medical Association in Detroit, and his remarks 
are worth paying a little attention to. 


He emphasizes that the high cost of medical care does 


not eome from any avarice on thtf part of the doctors, but 
is the result of several causes. Tho.se include the increased 
cost of all necessities, increasingly expensive tastes on the 
pa.rt of people who get sick, and the advance in medical know- 
Je(}ge which has made more costly treatment inevitable. 


Hospital costs, for instance, have increased—but so have 


the hospitals' expenses. Furthermore, many people who could 
get adequate care in small wards with the hospital nursing 
service, insist on private rooms and special nurses. Natural- 
ly, their bills are high—but they themselves are largely to 
blame. 


Then there are many kinds of medical diagnoses and 


trt-atment which were not known 30 years ago—such 4S, for 
example, the X-ray. Sometimes these are used unnecessarily; 
but When properly used they are worth many times their 
cost.

regulations. In fact, under. existing 
laws the organization oC farmers is 


permitted to an extent that probably 
never could be accorded to private 
agencies. There is no limit to the 
quantity of farm products that may 
be handled by groups of farmers who 
grow the crops an'd hold the full right 
to sell them." 


Better Bargainln Power 


The ^reat advantage that comes to 


farmers who mass large sums of pro- 
ducts, he said is the better bargain- 
ing power thus attained than when 
they come to the market by the thou- 
sands, each selling his own crop and 
competing 
with 
other individuals. 


Even an untrained group of -farmers, 
he said, can market collectively to 
better advantage than 
the 
private 


ngency which has no control over the 
flow of the community but takes the 
product as it comes. 


"It has been clearly demonstrated 


in this countrv," he continued, "that 
producers of farm crops can so reg- 
ulate the marketing of their products 
rnllectivelv that they never have a 
glut. If there is any surplus, thov 
can keep it at home and save freight." 


Mr. Leggp initiated the idea of con- 


solidating the 'national farm' organ- 
izations more as a "wish" on his part 
than as a probability, 


Would Be Material Factor 


"As you know," he said, "there rac 


several of the so-called general farm 
organizations in this country which 
might some day be brought under the 
same roof. Imagine what power these 
organizations could generate if their 
forces were all mobilized into one until 
and put to work organizing farmers 
to improve conditions 
for 
agricul- 


ture." 


While ho admitted that the hope of

i'ption, Chairman Legge of the 
Board suggested bringing all 
l farm organizations "under the 


gajnp roof" in an address broadcast 
Saturday from Washington.. 


He admitted a natural difference of 


opinion sometimes existed 
between 


the different groups but said collec- 
tively tbey could accomplish results 
mucli more quickly and to belter ef- 
fect. 


The chairman's address stressed the 


view that as the end of tho first year's 
operation of the Farm 
Board ap- 


proached it became more and more 
apparent that organization is the fun- 
damental step ju the solution of tho 
agricultural problem. 


"With farmers organized," lie said, 


"the adjustment of production and ef- 
fective mwkeljng of agricultural pro- 


ducts would be comparatively easy." 


Unity uf Action Needed 


"Unity of action is needed through 


every stage from planning and plant- 
ing to marketing. The difficulty comes 
in getting producers to co-operate, 
chjefly because there is still a great 
difference of opinion as to just how 
to organize farmers so that they may 
properly deal with their problems in 
handling particular crops in thjs and 
that community." 


The chairman insisted there is really 


no reason why farmers 
should not 


go further 
in collective marketing 


than organizations of any 
privately 


operated jndustry.

Weekly Farm Letter On Hog Raising 


By MfcL PAGE 


Twenty years ago it was question- 


able whether a farmer could 
raise 


hogs profitably. At that time the hog 
cholera was running rampant, so to 
speak over this state, and a farmer 
with a good start of hogs of good 
breeding—or even scrubs—was in con- 
stant dread of the cholera breaking 
out among them 
and not 
leaving 


enough for meat. Hogs of different 
ownership were roaming the outside 
range at will and promiscuously, and 
when the cholera started it often swept 
whole communities. This factor dis- 
courage hog raising. A few years lat- 
er the use of hog cholera serum be- 
came more 'general and was extended 
as the years went by, and the farmers 
became convinced of its efficacy in 
combating the cholera. Now, at the 
present time, hog cholera is held in 
check. Outbreaks occur 
occasional- 


ly, but the disease is soon suppressed 
and does not have a devastating ef- 
fect. Yet, the hog population of Ar- 
kansas is lower than it was twenty 
years ago. What is the matter? Have 
the farmers "lost their taste" for hog- 
raising? 
Surely the hogs make as 


good meat as ever, and surely the 
people continue to eat hog meat. The 
price of hogs -is considerably higher; 
and the losses less. The hogs eat no 
more and require no more feed to fat- 
ten, nor any more time to grgw. Hog 
feed is still produced on the farms 
and grows as well as ever. Why not 
more hogs? Why not 
better hogs? 


One who has kept up with the times 
will observe that there are fewer pure- 
bred hogs in the state now than there 
were two decades ago. All of this 
makes it look like Arkansas is falling 
behind in hog production, and need- 
lessly so. The real truth is that the 
farmers of Arkansas are neglecting one 
of their opportunities to get along by 
not raising more hogs and by neglect- 
ing the breeding. It takes but a short 
while to raise a crop of hogs, and by 
heading the herd with a pure-bred 
male it takes but a few years to have 
blooded animals that will grow fast 
and fatten'easily. With the building 
of improved highways and the abun- 
dance of: trucks the farmers can mark- 
et their hogs in any of several good 
markets in truck loads instead of car 
loads, and they may have the ad- 
vantage of marketing their hogs when 
the prices are good. 


•The cr;ops useful in growing and fat- 
tening hogs are numerous and are 
easily grown in Arkansas. Conditions 
are favorable. Yet, in spite of all this, 
a staggering^ condition confronts the 
farmers of Arkansas on the hog ques- 
tion. The hog population • January 1, 
1925,-was 885,000. On the same date 
this year—1930—it had fallen to 794,000. 
A loss-in hog population in one year, 
of 91,000. It may also be noted that 


"the hogs produced and marketed in 
Arkansas last year amounted to* only 
$4.25 for each man, woman and child. 
The hogs remaining on the farms in 
Arkansas-the first of January amount- 
ed to only forty per cent of one hog 
per capita for our population. Think 
of it. less than one-half of a hog per 
capita! Where are we going to get 
our meat this year? 
Certainly 
not 


from the hog pens of Arkansas! This 
is a tragedy in agriculture, a shame 
upon the farmers, and if we had no 
outside supply of meat it would be 
a calamity to the state. This condi- 
tion will not do. The farmers must 
not let it continue. We must at least 
feed ourselves. 


The livestock figures are all dis- 


couraging, so far as Arkansas is con- 
cerned. We do not have enough of 
livestock, and the number instead of 
increasing as population increases, is 
decreasing. We must not admit that 
we cannot raise or produce livestock in 
Arkansas as well as any other state. 
As a matter ot fact, we know we have 
many advantages in livestock produc- 
tion over most states taking the lead 
in the industry. We must not admit 
that.our farmers cannot compete with 
the farmers of other states in cost pro- 
duction. Farmers of other states where 
the livestock industry is thriving arc 
getting along fairly well and making 
some money in livestock. Our farmers 
can make money. The cost of pro- 
duction can be made cheaper than in 
the states with colder 
climates. We 


have better pasturage advantages. We 
have longer grazing periods, and a 
wider variety of pasture grasses. I 
am afraid our farmers are not living 
up to their opportunities, and have 
simply drifted away from livestock to 
the danger point. Let's get back into 
the game, and get ort our feet once
